"The Future ot International 
Trade" will be the topic under dis 
cussion at tonight's meeting of the 
Political Economy Club 'in the 
Music Room ot the McGIU Room 
The discussion will be preceded by 
two papers on the subject present- 
ed by Thomas Wainman-Wood and 
Esmond Goldman.- :

REVIEW OF ARTICLES. 
By Panl Tillich. 

Hitler's best gift to America has taken the 
lorm of a number of brilliant and accomplished 
exiles who have come to this continent in pro- 
test against his tyranny. Outstandinc "among 
these exile* Is the theoloflan, Paul TlÙich.' who 
Is now on the' staff of Union Theological Semi* 
nary. New York City. Both from the point of 
view of education and practical experience he 
is well fitted to write upon the subject "War 
Alms." The following exposition la an analysis 
of his views as they appeared In-a rKent series 
of articles in "The Protestant.'* 
Why War Ainar 

In his attempt to answer the question "What 
does this war mean?" Tillich dKlares that the 
meaning; of ' any human action Is to be Menti» 
fled with the purpose of that action. The mean> 
ing of this war is to be found In the alnu of the 
parties Involved. The négative answer tha^^ the 
aim of the democracies isjsel(<4efcnce is not 
sufficient, but the positive «îsweh, which have 
been given up until the present time are either 
reactionary or unauthoritative. All statements 
of war aims have been complicated by the gen- 
eral fear of creating a split in the anti'Kitler 
war front A religious interpretation, however, 
Is not limited by auch tacUcal restrictions, and 
can afford to be realistic in the fullest aense 
of the. term. The significance of such a state- 
ment does not lie in its function as a blueprint 
of future treaty, or in its function as propa- 
ganda. The democratic war effort Is hindered 
rather than helped by cheap slogans, whosi 
meaningleasnets fails to convince the now 
skeptical' masses. The real signifieanee of a ein- 
cere statement of war alms, "Is to create a 
vision beyond the present status of our world 
for which it Is meaningful to fight, to suffer and 
to die." The lack of such a vision Is the out- 
standing weakness of our present democratic 
existence. 

Defence would be a suificlent war aim, if it 
were true that the attack against democracy 
actually came from without. The fact is, how- 
ever, that within the democracies .social^ in- 
justice, which hu so often been defended by all 
the power of the political state, has called forth 
the revolutionary response of CommunUm, and 
against that Communism Fascism has been used 
as a tool. 

"The war aim democracy must state is a 
social, political and IntelleetusI structure of 
life in which the conditions of the present 
catastrophe are overcome. These condi- 
tions are not bad accidents, but structured 
trends, rooted in the very essene* of bour- 
geois, democracy." 

It li a mistake to claim that the causes of 
the war are to be found in the mistake of a 
peace treaty, In the rise of evll men to un> 
limited power, In the dash of competing im- 
perialisms, or in the economic eontradicUons of 
a late stage of capitalism. All these conditions 
are' decidedly important, but the all-embracing 
reuon is the breaking down of the preaupposi- 
tion on which liberal democracy was based, 
namely: "That the pursuing of the Individual 
interest would create a universal harmony of 
Interests." The result of this disintegration 
wlUiIn democracy is scan in the susceptibility 
of the masses to anti-liberal propaganda, and 
the openness of the ruling classes to Fascism. 
The situation Is one which can be ^corrected 
only by thee adoption of a new goal, a goal 
which. Is u necessary for p^ace as it Is for the 
Immediate pursult'of the war. 
What War AlmsT 

Of the two war aims whlch^TiUielt set* 
forward, the first Is: "The frèedorTôf the 
nations Is dependent upon a super-national 
unity In which each nation actively partici- 
pates and which has the power to protect 
it against Insecurity and conquest." 
The adoption of this war aim implies four 
specific policies, which should be noted at this 
point It means the elimination of the Nazis; 
but It also means that the war shall be carried 
on only up to the point where it becomes pos- 
sible to put this aim Into effect. It means the 
preservation of an Independent and united con- 
tinent of Europe, and, dependent on that, the 
elimination, of all war alms which Imply a re- 
turn to sovereign nation states. 

Whatever we may say about modern tech- 
nological progress, from a religious point of 
view, we must admit that it has created a 
"world" in the sense of an interrelatedness of 
all things. The creation of this" new '."World" 
Imposes a demand for. a larger super-national 
unity. The creation of such • unity presupposes 
the abdication of the sovereignty of each na- 
tion and with that abdication the surrender of 
the principal of the balance of power. There 
can be no naUonal freedom, but intemaUonal 
anarchy only, untij the Individual nations sur- 
render their sovereignty. The misery of two 
world wars Is convincing çroof of the fact that 
bslanelng of powers Is no longer a feasible 
method of resolving International tensions. The 
creation of a federal union, based on the wlU 
of thé people and not on the diplomacy of gov- 
ernments, means that military, diplomatie and 
economic sovereignty will be glvsnjo the union 
as a whole. While the creation- of juçff'i TOlon 
is demanded by practical poUtlcs It is not to be 
expected , that it will be attained, without op- 
P9Sltion from national rulers. The second 
world war should be sufficient to convince the 
people of Europe, at least, that If a third world 
war Is to be averted, a federal union must be 
created. 

The second war aim Is u important as tl^e 
fint It may be expressed u follows: 

■.tH^--^*sp!^'>'^ ot the individual is de- 
pcndeht oh à social and economic organi- 
zation In which each Individual actively 
participates and which has the power to 
protect him against insecurity and ex. 
ploilatlon." • 
It Is apparent that the situation within the 
nation Is pBraUaljtei|two important respects to 
the sltua«on7thaty«astï''between naUons. In 



place of the, absolute sovereign state we have 
within the nation the principle that the indi- 
vidual or corporation Is absolutely Independent 
In dobig business, according to the demanda of 
his own private profit In place of the Inter- 
national balance of power, there Is within the 
nation the principle (if it may be called a prin- 
ciple) that out of the ^trlfe of the market as it 
Is played upon by the private Interests of the 
leaders of capital and Industry there comes the 
public good. It wu out of this kind of irre- 
sponsible society that the present catastrophe 
developed. .. The second aim provides that the 
iiîdlviduar shall be secure from exploitation and 
Insecurity in his quest for creative freedom. 
The Ideal of .freedmifrom want has already 
been embodled^fSSfrat^ Atlantic Charier by 
Prime Minister Churchill and Ftesldent Rooie. 
velt Just as the present international anarchy' 
must be replaced by a union' capable of estab- 
lishing a system of order within which the na. 
tlona can act in freedom, so the economic an- 
archy within the nation must be replaced by a 
system of planned economy- 
It Is not to be expected this second war 
aim can be applied without oppositljm from 
the present interasts, favored .by the present 
system, but In spite of this very real difficulty, 
if the suggested social transformaUon Is not ae- 
oomplimcd:the system of monopolistic compe- 
tition win lead,', in Europe at least, to revolu- 
tion by the desperate massas. This would .lead 
to a counter revolution on the part of the rul- 
ing classes, which,^ if successful, would lead to 
a system of suppression more vicious than even 
the present Nazi tyranny. If, in the present 
situation, the democracies, especially England, 
do not present a convincing pattern of social 
change the establishment of a new order in 
Europe will fall to other forces. 
Whose War Alma? 

The question as to whose war alms these are 
hinges about the questions, who can and who 
will accept them. While they are acceptable 
to a minority at the present time, that number 
must be added to by means of political propa- 
ganda. The view that these must necessarily 
be the war alms of democracy must be supple- 
mented by^ttw.^nowledge that they cannot be 
successful wltheut*thelr acceptance by the con- 
querod nations as well as the victors. The 
whole case Is tragically complicated by the fact 
that at present Europe has been united by a 
conquest which is calling out a tremendous na- 
tionalistic reaction within the conquered 
countries. - " 

The success of these war alms Is formed by 
several Important factors. There are powerful 
groups in all lands who are sUruggllng for « 
society where "Individual freedom is guaran- 
teed by individual • security." Mention has 
already been made that the Atlantic Charter 
made the promise of .freedom. from fear and 
want a world ideal.' The British labour party 
is 'powerfully represented on the British War 
Cabinet The German and French underground 
movements are composed of men and women 
whose education Is predominantly socialistic. 
The alliance with Russia reduces Uie heat of 
antl-Kusslan propaganda, and strengthens pro- 
gressive sentiment In all countries. 

Over against the execuUon of the;e war 
alms there stand out strong reactionary forces 
in nearly all nations. Within the Axis itself 
opposition to Nazism comes from not only the 
left wing but also from a nationalistic, milita- 
ristic and, capliallstJlG^ group who would, if suc- 
cessful; introdueê^another kind of Fascism. The 
present exiled continental rulers do not stand 
to gain: personally by the application of these 
war alms. Within America a hat<ly capitalism 
supported by middle class sentiment is opposed 
both to the Ideas of the New Deal and to the 
Russian alliance, and presents a serious threat 
to a genuine social reconstruction of Europe. 
The task that is presented to the supporters of 
these alms Is clearly not merely academic, but 
a task of practical pollUcs, upon whose success 
the future of Europe and all mankind depends.

The Montreal personality who has 
sprung up in radio and gained the 
most recognition for his work is 
Charles Bittenhouse. The other 
night we had a talk with Mr. Bit- 
tenhouse' at' the M.R.T. studies, 
where he was buisy rehearsing a 
cast for the forUtcoming produc- 
tion of an original Canadian pro- 
duction written by Janet McPhce, 
entitled Jupiter In Retreat. Includ- 
ed In the cast are two well known 
Montreal radio actors, Betty Taylor 
and Tom McBride. After rehearsal 
wu over Mr, Bittenhouse came 
over and told us of the more inter- 
esting futuru of his career in the 
drama and radio, 

At the present Umc drama direc- 
tor for the Montreal Prptestsnt 
Schools, Bittenhouse is well quail- 
fled for the position, which Is a 
new one In Montrtsl Khool history. 
He obUincd his M.A. at McGill 
and then proceeded to Yale whore 
he took an advanced course in the 
drama, Ha has Uught,at West Kill 

High School, ^]i^S^^^^^LSSSSB' 
albis for the tnméndouslj^ûeccN* 
fui production of Shakespeare's 
plays. -Ot his "Romeo and Juliet," 
Thomas Archer, Gazette critic, said 
"A show like that comes once In 
fifty years." , ■ • ' 

Concerning his breadcut, of 
"Propaganda" which we review 
elsewhere in the column, Rittenhoute 
tells us that the script was written 
in eight hours. He says that it is 
the fastest script he has ever writ- 
ten, and the best, and we arè in* 
dined .to, agree with him. Hugh' 
Kemp, "another well known Mont- 
real radio writer, helped with the 
script but most of the work was 
done by Bittenhouse. Owing to 
pressure of rehearsals he sat down 
at • the typewriter on Saturday 
morning with little Idea of how 
his story was going to end. Once 
he got into the script however, 
everything worked out for the best 
and on Monday morning after a 
furious seulson most of which was 
spent retyping, he handed the 
script in for mimeographing. 

RIttenhouse arrived In radio sud- 
denly. One morning last year, he 
received a telephone call from an 
advertising agency' uklng him to 
prepare an audition script He did 
so, cast his show and rushed down 
to CICAC to record it It so happen- 
ed that the most Important part of 
the show was sound effects but as 
luck would' have ,it the sound 
equipment was not up to par. When 
the record wu cut he wu convin- 
ced that the contract had flown' out 
the window and even more so, 
when he found out the aponsor had 
listened in to the dress rehearsal 
where there *had been, a lot of 
clowning. The next morning he re- 
ceived anoUier phon^ call from the 
agency telling him that the sponsor 
had liked the show. But how could 
he have liked It" he uked. "Every- 
thing went wrong." . . . "Oh. that's 
aU right" came the reply, "the 
sponsor does not understand Eng- 
lish anyway.' 

RIttenhouse takes a deep Interest 
in his work and he told us of how 
he inatituted radio into Berthelet 
school. The seventh grade pupils of 
the school, which does not. boast of 
the Individuals from the best 
homes in Montreal, were uked by 
him to do a play on a war theme. 
They developed this theme, but 
most of them complahied about 
learning the lines. RIttenhouse then 
decided that a radio script, where 
they would not have to memorize 
the lines, was the answer. He show, 
ed them how to shape up the 
dialogue and sound cues and let 
them go to it The production -will 
take place shortly but the master 
stroke, of . the story is that when 
word reached the higher ups, »>,000 
copies were made for distribution 
throughout the schools in Canada.

Football an4 Hockey . 

A famous general has said that 
the battle of Waterloo was won on 
the playing field of Eton. It would 
be well for ua to keep this in mind 
at the present time. War is a young 
man's activity, General McNaugh 
ton realizes this fact only too well 
when he suggests a lowering of the 
age limit for senior officers. The 
point is this; can not our war effort 
be advanced by keeping college stu 
dents physically fit? And what bet 
tcr means to this end than Inter 
Collegiate Sports? In w^r ' time 
student and public morale must be 
kept at a high level. For this reason 
I favor a return to some Inter-Col 
legiate athletics. - ■ 

Co-operative Book Store 
The co-operative book store is an 
institution on many of our Can 
adian Campuses; and thereby stu 
dents are enabled to make a sav- 
ing of from 12% to 20% on the 
books which they purchase. I see 
no reason why this question may 
not be investigated with a view to 
establishing such a store at McGIlL 
MoOIII Union and Cafeteria. 
During the year 1940 the McGill 
Union sustained a loss of over |3,' 
000.00. Of this amount |800.00 was 
loss on Cafeteria account. In 1841 
the amount of loss in the Union was 
over $3.500.00 of which $1,000.00' was 
due to loss on the cafeteria. 

It' would seem as if this whole 
situation would bear investigation 
with a view to more efficient man- 
agement of student fees. 
War Effort and Reeonstnietlon. 
As students we must press for an 
all out war effort in every sphere 
of activity; this means skilfully 
trained ..technicians, medical men, 
financiers as well as. trained offi- 
cers and men for the various ser 
vices. 

There is also the question of post 
war reconstruction. 

An effort must be made to keep 
these problems before the student 
body. Democratic principles must 
triumph over the Autarchic; Free- 
dom over slavery, Civilization over 
Barbarism. This is our challenge 
and as students we accept it. With 
undaunted zeal we shall strive to 
hasten the day: 

When the war drums throb no 
longer 

and the battle flags were furled 
In the parliament of Man, the Fed- 
eration of the world."

in his power to see that, such aid is 
forthcoming. ■ 

There are probably some matters 
which warrant a more detailed dis- 
cussion but in a platform of this 
type it is obviously Impossible to 
discuss these things fully. More 
over, I. do not feel that a candidate 
for this office is In a position to 
make any election promises other 
than the promise to Interpret the 
feelings of the student body to the 
best of his ability, and to give to 
the o^ice all the enegy and en- 
thusiasm at his disposal.

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Advisory Board should' be set up 
as soon as possible, I shall take 
every opportunity of offering the 
co-operation of the student body to 
the authorities. The aim of the War 
Advisory Board will be to guide 
students into spheres of action 
where their abilities can be used to 
the maximum. This Committee 
would be able to state the. number 
and abilities of students attending 
the University as well as their 
availability for part time work. H 
this Information were made avail 
able to the Government - it .would 
facilitate the introduction of selcc 
five service. To help In publicizing 
the opportunities open to students 
the Daily could run a special col- 
umn giving Information on enlist- 
ment possibilities, positions in war 
industry and volunteer work. 
The Speeding Up of Courses 
In order that Canada may get on 
with the Job we must; produce, as 
many trained ipen as po^ible as 
quickly, as possible. To do this it 
seems advisable that the University 
curriculum be speeded up. Also, in 
order that our studies will be 
profitable, the courses offered at 
present should be reviewed and 
non-essential courses eliminated 
while at the same time, courses of 
a military nature should be added. 

The University authorities should 
be offered the co-operation of the' 
student body so that they could 
help, A student-faculty committee 
for each faculty would be useful in 
solving the special problems which 
will arise concerning each branch 
of study. In order that no student 
will be handicapped by any ar- 
rangements that will be made the 
problem of financUlMasBlstance, 
scholarships must b'e^i»MÏdered. 
Co-Eds In Selective Service 
The women , at the University 
should be included - in all that is 
done;::rtgaiding selective service. 
We should 'recommend that a train- 
ing centre similar to the C.O.T.C. 
be established to train officers for 
the Canadian Women's Army Corps 
and other services. A large women's 
army is contemplated and a great 
number of officers wiU be needed. 

Although at present men only are 
being considered for summer em- 
ployment, this should be extended 
to the women'' of the University. 
There are many Jobs at which wo- 
men are as deft as men. Men miut 
be released for important work In 
the armed forces. 

Post War RchablllUtion of Students 

The Government hu already 
made a statement concerning this 
but nothing definite has been es- 
tablished. This is a matter with 
which students alpne are concerned, 
and we are responsible for obUln- 
ing a more definite statement. We 
owe this to the men and women 
who have left us to go on active 
service and to enter war industry, 
as well as to those who will leave 
us in the future, 

ResponsIbteJSoTenunent and ' 
Student AettriiîS^ 

The primary duty of every stu- 
dent, while he Is at College, is to 
finish his courses. Due to the war 
our studiea;,haye. added importance 
and responsïb'Uliïés. If our spare 
time is efficiently organized, we can 
maJta « df^ia «oatribuUpi). Svary 



student should make It his or her 
responsibility to sacrifice a small 
amount of time. - 

Tlje War Council 
We know that the establishmeni, 
of the War Council was a. timely 
and positive move in thé organiza 
tlon of a total war effort" on - the 
campus. A great deal has been done 
this year and with this beginning, 
we can do even more next year, 

In order to involve as many as 
possible,' the students should have 
greater representation on the main 
body of tiie War Council Each rep- 
resentative should alto be the ex 
ecuUve of the group he represents. 
If these groups are small enough, 
frequent discussions could be had 
and therefore representative sug- 
gestions and criticisms would reach 
the War Council. On the other hand 
when there is a Job to be done each 
group will be allotted a task and 
the representative will be responsi 
ble for seeing that the task is effi- 
ciently carried- oiiU .With this fan 
ning out of responsibility and by 
personal contact there will be more 
incentive for atudenU to take part. 

The activities of the War Council 
should be continuous. If à' certain 
Job is worth doing one evening in 
the year it is probably worth do. 
ing every day and evening in the 
year. In this way it would not be 
necessary to go to the trouble of 
persuading great numbers to turn 
out at any one time.. If tasks were 
allotted to groups by the week or 
month, it would be possible to take 
advantage of, much' spare time 
which under the present system we 
must necessarily do without. Two 
of the outstanding examples on the 
Campus are the Blood Bank scheme 
and the Guinea Pig Club, which 
show howSvoric can be done with- 
out fuss or breaking into studies. 
Exchange of Ideas with ether 

. Universities 
In order that w« may progress as 
rapidly, as possible, iarrangcments 
should be made for, the active co 
operation between .the student gov- 
ernmenU of the Universities of 
Canada. At regular intervals or as 
required, ideas and data on activl- 
Ues should be exchanged. Including 
those of Frencii-Canadian students. 

Social AcUvitlcg and Sporic 

I suggest that affairs such as 
dances should be run with a view 
to collecting money for war ser- 
vices. At the same time we should 
be more thoughtful of the Air Force 
men on the campus. Hiey have 
been entertained on several occa 
sions but^ thia^5 Is "noUjer matter 
which should receive more conthiu 
ous and methodical attention. "Vari- 
ous groups on the campus could 
take the responslbiUfy for this in 
rotation and in this'way make the 
work more effective. ■ ' • 

In order to obtain as clear and 
exact a picture as possible of cur 
rent events and a reasonable inter- 
prcteUon of their significance 
think that we should take every op- 
portunity of inviting men of na- 
tional importance to address us. 

Every student will be encouraged 
to take'aii active interest in sports 
so that we shall be physically able 
to do our best work at all times. If 
at any time it seems possible to ex 
tend the sphere of sports beyond 
the limits of the University, I shall 
do my best to bring this about 
lYeshman Guidance at Beglstrstlon 
It is felt that in the past too little 
assistance has been given freshmen 
in adjusting themselves to the Uni 
versity courses and that the activl 
ties of the Freshmen Reception 
Committee should be enlarged in 
scope to include intelligent discus 
slon on courses. 

Before I dose 'I wish to tell you 
that Charles Harris has played an 
important part la the drawing up of 
this platform. We have discussed 
these matters several times and find 
that we have many ideas in com- 
mon. Tht most Important fact that 
we are agreed upon is that things 
on the campus must get rolling at 
top speed. The co-operation of the 
students is necessary. It is with a 
promise for action towards this co- 
operation ^onitoa; campus, that we 
offer .'oiinelraifl^^^ to ^e 
students of this University. 
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activity they may wish, Insofar as 
possible. 

It national sélective . service is 
established oir not, it would be my 
policy, consistent with the time not 
required for studies, to provide a 
greater stimulus lo an enlarged and 
more construcUv*^ war effort on the 
part of all students,, taking Into ac- 
count, the fact .that in some courses 
more , study^jls .requhred than in 
otherft'Such »a effort, done through 
the War Council, shotild be so di- 
rected as to be in accordance with 
the national war needs. If the coun- 
try needs rubber, aluminium etc., 
then McGOl' students should organ- 
ize a campaign ii^ response to such 
heeds. 

The War Council, of which the 
President of the Student's. Society, is 
automatically President, :?(shotild 
provide a means whereby students 
who wish to make a maximum con- 
tribution to the war! effort In lioiurs 
not required by .their studies, may 
be furnished, the means to do so. 
However, slU work imder its aus- 



pices should always be voluntary 
and., at no time ahould it tend to 
dietaie'^to the students. 

llie'diolce of the war charity to 
which {proceeds raised in any of 
of the campaigns should be by voté 
of those .'participating in the cam 
palgn. ' "• ' . V , " i- 
In addition the Council- should 
foster discu^Ion' wherein post-war 
problems could be discussed and 
also sponsor .well-known speakers 
on such, problems at open meetings. 

B) Student Self-government 

We have at McGill a form of gov- 
ernment which can be "made to 
work in fairness to the majority. 
To Itave it carried out correctly re- 
quires the , efforts of people who 
are interested in student govern- 
ment, and whose curriculum leaves 
them sufficient time tp^handlé the 
multitude of Jobs to be^one^'' 

In the past I . haw^^aya ' stood 
for student sdf-govenmtent; I still 
do and always will, and will pro 
tect such rights to the very best of 
my ability. 

There are .countless occasions 
where the President miist choose 
people to perform various Jobs con- 
nected with, student activity and 
many decisions have to be made 
which allow room for prejudice 
and favour. If elected, I promise to 
appoint such stiidents and make 
such decisions on the sole basis of 
merit and fairness, regardless of 
any club or society affiliations a 
student may have, the same basis 
upon which I should like 1o be con- 
sidered as a candidate for election. 
The principle of fairness is an an- 
chor of good government and 
shall. do my best, if eleçted or not, 
to maintain that principle through- 
out the entire administration of 
student affairs. 

Stndeots' Exeentive Council 

This year's experience as a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council has 
taught me many things. 

Constitutionally the Executive 
Councli exists to carry out the pol- 
icy of the Student's Society. In the 
past, conununication of opinions 
from students to the cotmcll have 
been all too few. If the Council Is 
to carry out its fjmctlons accurate- 
ly, students should be encouraged 
and stimulated to make their opin- 
ions known to the Council. 

C).MeGIII Men Overseas 

There are man^^McGUl>j men 
serving Canada overseasTMahy of 
the students at McGill would be in- 
terested in knowing about where 
they arc, what they are vdblhg, 
whether there are any litlie ' ser- 
vices that may be done for- them! 
I propose to have a depot esUbllsh- 
ed on the campus which would co- 
operate with the Graduates Society, 
with the military authorities, with 
the press and with people receiv- 
ing mail from overseas, in an ef- 
fort to prepare as. much informa- 
tion as possible about McGill men 
overseas and have it available to 
the Dally for publication. 

It would be the duty of this depot, 
too, to encourage McGill men over- 
seas to write to it in order to, furth- 
er its efforts. 

D)' Military Training 

U military training next year is 
of a similar nature to that carried 
out during the past two years, there 
are a few things which students 
would like altered. The President of 
the Student's Society has no power 
In this connection. All the training 
is carried^ (Ml under the supervision 
of tlie Ministry of National Defence. 
However the President of the Stu- 
dent's Society can make recommen- 
dations. If elected to the Presidency 
I shall co-operate , with the local 
military authorities, bringing to 
their attention at all times the wish- 
es of the student body. 

E) Athletics 

Students should devote enough 
time to athletics to keep fit and 
maintain morale. I am hqartlly in 
favour of the return of .intercol- 
legiate competition as . soon, and 
upon as large a scale, as^Is feasible. 
No candidate can promise to effect 
such a return, but should the. oc- 
casion arise where it is a possibility, 
and where it would not conflict 
with studies and military training, 
I shall bend every effort towards 
its reinstatement. 

For those who through lack of 
time, or ability, cannot play on a 
representative university team, 1 
am in favour of a large Intra-mural 
program, and believe that' such ac- 
tivity shoiild receive a wholie-hcart- 
ed support from.tte, student; bpdy^ 
Having spent "i three ' years In 
managerial positions of football 
teams in the days of intercollegiate 
sport, ^nd another year as senior 
football manager and having been 
on thé Student's Athletic Council, 
I propose to utilize thjs experience 
to the best advantage of. student 
athletic activity of the University. 
F) College Slimmer Session ' 
U the College, or only part. Is 
open this sununer, as In ibt case of 
many American Universities, stu- 
dent activity should be carried out 
in proportion to the number of stu- 
dents attending, "i^is woiild Involve 
a deviation from the normal routine 
activities of the President and a 
sound grounding in student gov- 
ernment would be advantageous, or 
even necessary, to cope .with new 
problems as would ^oubtedly 
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arise and to afford co-ordination of 
activities, 

G) Freshman Keeeption 

There should be a Freshmen re- 
ception programme which would be 
even more successful than last 
year's. Green bow ties, as before, a 
better vigilante committee to keep 
the frosh interested, and above all, 
an attempt to instil into them a 
ready McGlU spirit and build a 
unity in the class that will carry 
them through the years. 

This kind of programme is very 
important because it is in the first 
year of college that students devel- 
op a rather permanent attitude to- 
wards college and we should make 
every effort to steer these attitudes 
in the right direction.
